LEO XIH. 

THE LATEST AND BEST OF POPES. 
(" y4 «.(/««*«»," In the Tfew ViTk Ohgerier.) 

Joachim Vincrnt Raphael Lu- 
Dovico Fecci was Iioni Marcli 2(1, 
1810, in tlio old anceHtnil li(»m« of 
the PiH'ci at Carpinetu-RoinHiia, 
and was the younifeHt of six chil- 
dren of Count Ludovico Pecci and 
Anna Pros{)('ro Huzi. 

Carpineto Komairn, so called on 
acc()\int of its vicinity to Rome, is 
a little town of 6,000 inhaliil.'intN, 
situated in a cleft of the Mount 
Lepini, " An eagle's nest," it has 
been styled, placed for security far 
above the plain between two >ri>?an- 
tic rocks. A narrow mountain de- 
file follows the rushiiiR mountain 
torrent and loads through quaint 
mti<liH)val streets and houses to the 
palace of the Pecci, surrounded by 
clumps of tall (diestnul trees. 

The boyhood of Vincent, as he 
was called until his oidinatioii, was 
pasHod amidst, the rujtf^ed scenery 
of the Volscian hills, his only pbiy- 
inates, his brothers and sisters, his 
play^rround, the wood of gloomy 
cliwstnuts. From his father lie in- 
herited the pure analytical mind of 
the student and lawyer, from his 
gentle, serious mother, a deep reli- 
gious spirit, that loved to meditate 
and surround itself l)y the sufTerinjf 
poor; upon her tomb is read: " She 
fed the poor." 

From his earliest youth, the quiet, 
BeriouH 1)03- would separate himself 
from brothers and sisteis, andseek- 
in^ tho secdusion of a distant tree, 
would study his books, or standing 
at his motlier's side would listen to 
the story of her favorite saints. At 
tho age of eight, he went with his 
older brother to the Jesnit Collog« at 
Viterbo, where for six years he was 
grounded in that thorough know- 
Itdge and love of the Latin classics 
that has made him one of the linest 
Latin scholars of his day. At the 
impressionable age of fourteen, he 
lost the gentle, pious mother, who 
had watched over his childhood. 
This early sorrow confirmed lh(> 
gravity of the already sei-ious youth, 
and was without doubt one of the 
le:iding incentives that turned his 
mind toward a religious vocation. 

lie now r« moved to Rome, and 
continued his stu<lies at the famous 
Roman College«wliiuh Leo XII had 
just reslor-i'd to th» .Tesirits. He 
went throirgh a rigid cour-se, urrder 
tbe rnosr eminent professors of 
rhetoric, philosophy and malliema- 
tics for three years, and afterwards 
continued in the same college for a 
four years' course of theology. He 
sirstaine<l while not yet twenty, in 
a most brilliant manner, two public 
exarrrinations of tho Roman X'ollcgt^ 
aud Roman University, and eacii 
time gained for himself the warm- 
est approval. In 1832 he received 
his degree of Doctor in Theology. 
He irow resolved to become a secu- 
lar priest anri devoto himself to the 
servic<( of the Holy See. With this 
object in view, he entereil the Uni- 
versity of Hapi((rrza, the academy or 
college for nobles, the lurrsery for 
all those who w««re destined for a 
diplonralic or adDiinrslrativ(! carreer 
There, ir rider the most cmiuent 
jurists of the day in Italy, he 
obtained a knowh-dge of civil arrd 
ecclesiastical juriH|)ruilenoe, and 
took Imh degree as doctor in civil 
and canon law. 

Gregory XVI was akilled iu tho 



knowledge of men, and resolved to 
koej) the brilliaiiT young student 
under his immediate vision. Al- 
though but tweritj'-six years of age 
he was named prelate of his house- 
hold and Referondai'y of the Segna- 
tnra, appointments indicating clear- 
ly that the pontiff and liis counsel- 
lors had discovered in the youthful 
prelate administrative talents of a 
high or-der. His prudiMit, yet fear- 
less conduct as assistant to Cardinal 
Sala during the cholera epideniic of 
1837, raised him in the estimation 
of his superiors. At the end of the 
same year he was ordained priest, 
and said his fir-st mass in the chapel 
of St. Stanislaus, assisted by 
his elder brother, Josejih' Pecci, 
then a member of the Society of 
Jesus. 

He now began the first trial of 
his administrative [lowers as Gov- 
ernor of the province of Bonevento; 
it was in a state of lawles.sness and 
confusion, a r-etr'eat for- srmrggici-s 
and bri^'ands, its strongholds in the 
possession of reliellious lor-ds. Mgr. 
Pecci appeared amongst them pale, 
phantom-like, recovorinir from the 
effects of a serious illness. Lords 
and rebels were inclined to under- 
rate this stiiderit of gerrtle mien and 
low voice. Hut here, as during the 
future years, he sliowe<l the sam(> 
quiet, invincible will, anil distribut- 
ed impartial justice to tlu> ricii and 
poor. He actually purged the iillice, 
he operie<l roads, r-estnred peace and 
eucoir raged agriculture. 

Sent as delegate to the more difii- 
cvrlt pi'ovince of S|)oleto, Mgr 
Pecci foun<l himself confronted by 
the ill-r-epressod upheavals of secret 
so('ietiesand grievances of the lalior- 
ing cliiBses. He was forced to deal 
even in that early day, 1841-3, with 
the iHoblems of the pr-esent day. 
Hy liuilding r-oads he engaged the 
iille workmen; he personally in- 
vestigated their gricnances, revised 
th(^ laws of the prisons and courts, 
and iir less thair two j'eais, the city 
prisons were einpl.v and compara- 
tive order reigned througliout the 
city and its districts. His appoint- 
nrent in 1843 as Apostolic Nuncio 
in the Court of Hclgiurn, marks an 
important, step in his car'ecr, and 
one that had a decided inllueiK.'e on 
his future life. 

He studied the workings of a free 
constitutional government in Mel- 
gium, (Mid was brotrght into fami 
liar rtdationnhip with the inlrigires 
of coirrts only as a speclaior, and 
yet an eager and inler-esled student. 
He made his influence felt in the 
university of Louvain by raising 
the standard of scholarship. He 
learned lo parley with kings, and 
discussed social problems with Leo- 
pold I, who found great pleasure in 
the brilliarrt, yet diplomatic nuncio. 
Recalled lo Rome in 184(), he pass- 
ed a m<irith at the court of St. 
James, London. He investigated 
with keen appreciation the social 
life of a great fiT<> nation, its varied 
activities, ito extremes of great 
poverty and great riches. i^'rorn 
thence ho passed into France, and 
saw already planted the seeds of its 
future ealamities In 1846, he en 
tered upon his long ministry of 
thirty-five year-s as Ar-chbisliop ol 
Perugia, which minislry he held 
until raised to the puntilUtal chair. 
Perugia was bis true classroom of 
diplomacy; it was dirring thvselong 
years of government that he deve- 
loped aud ripened those lemarkalile 
statesmanlike qualities that were 
to mark him lHt(>r on as one of the 
most brilliant and astute of diplo- 
mats. 

The history of Perugia from 184 (5 
to 1878 has been calle<l the history 
of Italy in miniature. When Pecci 
enter-ed it, it formed a poi'tion of 
the states of the (Miur-eh ; when be 
left, it was an Italian city. He 
watched as from afar the mistaken 
policy of Tins IX, whom he was 
d(>stin«<l to succeed; he watched the 
rise and downfall of monarohies, 
and saw the awful and stupendous 
growth of th<)8(» gi-eat evils, social- 
ism and anarchism, which calling 
th(^ labor irrg man irnder their Hags, 
threaterr the ruin of kirrgs and 
nations. 

His encyclicals as Ar'chbishop of 
Perugia already dealt with {\\ii 
(juestion of lalxir, and in his one 
llidiight, iterated and reiterated, 
the salvation of society thr-ouph 
educalion, the policy of, the future 
pope can alrea<1y be divirii>d. He 
enjoined holiness and knowledge 
upon the clergy, liuilt orphanages, 
aiiylums and industrial schools. 



raised the Univerf^ity of Perugia to 
a high standard, took the Diocesan 
Seminaiw under his own immediate 
protection, arrd personally superin- 
tended the moral aud mental wel- 
fare of those J'oung priests, who 
later on became his trusted ailvisers 
of the Vaticarr. 

Invested with the purple of the 
(."ardinal in 18.53, his episcopal 
letter's hecame more vigor'ous and 
stringent. One plainly pei-ceives 
that his masters are St. Paul aiwl 
St. Thomas Aquinas, He aniiourK!- 
ed his l)elief in a supornaturiil basis 
for the laws that rule in States and 
111 nature, and he proclaimed the 
G<>s[iel not only as the highest theor-y 
of religion, but also as the best 
practical .syHtern of morals extant. 
To him the church appeared as the 
trire mother of modern civilization. 

During the seven years preced- 
ing the death of Pius IX, he wit- 
nessed the impotent struggle of the 
V^atican diplomacy against nniteil 
Italy in the endeavor to I'cstore its 
temporal pow(>r. He tiecame fami- 
liarly aecprainU'd with the aims and 
altitudes of great political parlies, 
with the amliitious designs of Euro- 
pean courts, and the terrible power 
and well defined plans of secret 
organizations which wer-e slowly 
luit sui-ely making themselves 
masters of Europe. 

He had no sympathy with modern 
philosophy. Paine, he has called 
on«> of the most irhjiions of this 
ruthless school; his judgment of 
Renan's " Vie de Jesus," is "un 
libro inverecondo e l)lasfeino." Dur- 
ing nil thes(> years, it is readily seen 
he was governed hy median'al ideas, 
ho WHS al)ove everything else a 
great mediieval thinker, but with 
wonderful adaptability he became a 
man of mod<'rn times, the friend of 
democracy, in toirch with the ac 
livities of a new er-a. 

Il had beerr gerrerally anticipateil 
that Cardinal Pecci would be Pius 
Ninth's successor; he had ruled his 
Peiirglan fiock with vigor, he had 
been not only a prie-^t, but a teach- 
er, and had proved himself a states- 
man of more than or'dinary ability. 
His last jiastoral letter from Peru- 
gia in 1878, ali'eady proelaime*! him 
as a man who was in touch with his 
times, who was alile lo handle the 
t»urning quest ions of modern seciety, 
for in it he dealt with tho fate of 
tlie laboring classes, incir, women 
and children. 

As Leo XIII (Lurnerr en Coelo), 
he faced a future full of anxiety; 
the siiring of 1878 was one of Ihu 
darki'st periods ever known to the 
papacj'. The Stales of the (Mrui'oli 
had bci'ii absorbed by the new king- 
dom of Italy, Germany and Russia 
had br'ok(>n off diplomatic inter- 
cour'sc, France was skeptical, her 
educational institutions closed, her 
religion tho plaything of womerr and 
children. Austria, n<>lgium and 
Portugal were in the hands of 
powerful or-i>ariizations, and the 
American legation was removed 
from the Vatican. 

Leo XlII, in addressing the Holy 
College of Cardinals, confessed can- 
didly that "the high otHoe for 
which he is all rrn worthy, is accept- 
ed wiMi fear anil tr-embling in these 
unhappy times." Leo XIII was a 
man of no common mental oi'gau- 
ization. Ronglii, the gr-eat Ilalran, 
whose words entitle him to mor-e 
than passing weight, pr'oiiounced 
hinr to be one of the most fiircly 
oigHuized and vigorous of char- 
aciers. 

The pr-oblemsof the day, the prob- 
lems which torei«n governments 
olTer'ed him, could only be solved 
by the keenest insight aud most 
consummate lrand> Tlfis student, 
the I'oet, the lesthetic, in his lonely, 
isolalctl |ialace of the Vatican, was 
called to [lass final judgmerrt irpon 
th(> sjiiritrral wants of ari eager 
body of over '.100,000,000 children 
in various ntitions, and a* the .same 
time to keep pace with the mate- 
rialism of a rrew era. He must be 
not only a priest, but a teacher and 
benefactor in the communily en- 
trusted {y him. Arrd yet sircce,vs in 
his gi-eatesl work, his encyclicals, 
lay irr their exact and careful adajt- 
tation to the audience for which 
they were intended. He has won 
Iris rrrost notable victories throirgh 
his pen. VV'hether he addiessed 
with stately equality the Holy Col- 
lege of Cardinals; with all Ihe ele- 
gance of a tlowery rhetoric, his l)e- 
loved seminarists; with earnest and 
inrpassioned appeal, his bishops; 
or with lender admonition the riot- 



ous peasants of Ireland ; he always 
found and used the true word to 
inspire, to pacify, to admorrish. 
Siirmund Munz, in an able article 
on Ijeo XIH and his writings, says: 
" Self contained, restricted, he is a 
man — a complete man." 

No character can be more easily 
traced to the laws of gradual de- 
velopment. Leo XIII was not only 
a man of his time, but a man made 
by his times, the product of his 
home, his surroundings, his educa- 
tion, his experience as Nuncio in 
the Court of Belgium, as governor 
of a rebellious province, his long 
ministry in Perugia, he responded 
to all as trulj' as ihe strings of a 
Stradivarius touched by a master 
hand. 

" Pecci was born mature," says 
Munz; " he has never enjoyed life 
or known youth, he was ever sad 
and serious." 

In his Latin poems the curious 
may learn much of, his early and 
even later life, and of these poems, 
it is said " they breathe the spirit 
of the grave." To moderu society 
the utterances of this man, Ihe 
supreme pastor and autocrat of the 
vast rcligiou.s organization, coirld 
not fail to be of serioirs import 
Secluded in his own palace, with no 
soldiers but an onianiental tioop, 
an old man of eighty to ninety 
years, helpless as far as physical 
force is concerned, he has yet been 
a great power iu the world, one 
thai cannot be ignored. 

Napoleorr was accirslomed lo say 
that he treated the pope with the 
respect due to an army of 100,000 
men. '* It is the manifest interest 
of tho leaders of democracy to pre- 
serve in honor and independence," 
says "The Nineteenth Centnry." 
" the religious head of 225,000,000, 
who form the larger part of the 
modern democracy." By such a 
course arr enormous accession of 
strength is lo be won to the side of 
social order, peace and prosperity. 
This spiritual father has appealed 
not to arms liut to faith, reason 
and moral sense. As a matter of 
faol the civil powers of the world 
are for the most part in direct re 
lations with the Holy See. Fifteen 
diflferent governments have treated 
diplomatically with the pope, and 
China and Japan are in friendly 
relations. 

In one of his e.iiliist papal letter's 
to Cardinal Rampolla, Leo XIII 
shows that he has formed a lofty 
conception of the mission lard up- 
on him, and if he formed a lofty 
ideal of his position in Chi-isten- 
doni, the thinking world is bound 
to acknowledge that he has also 
done much to realize it, and has re- 
stored the international prestige 
arrd dignity of the papal to a hi;ih- 
tM' position than it has enjoyed for 
many centuries In the abovi^ nien- 
tioned letter lo Cardinal Rarupolla, 
hi> explains that he took upon him 
,«elf the task of reconciling the 
papacy with the people and goveru- 
ruent of civilized states; he claims 
also in this leltsr lerrestial sove- 
reignty as indiapensable lo any 
settlemeut or recoueiliation "be- 
cause tho terrestial sover*eignty con- 
stilutts Ihe only elTeetive guarantee 
of the liberty of the papal See." 
" Nor in this are we influenced," 
he adds at a hitor |>errod, " by the 
aml>ition lo r-eign, 01 the desire of 
earthly possessions, motives which 
some persons attribute lo us with 
equal silliness and impudence, but 
from a sense of Ihe duty entrusted 
to us." 

Yet, there is no doubt that the 
lar'ge measure of success which has 
attended the scclesiastical policy of 
Leo XIH has In^en visibly further- 
ed by his entire emancipation from 
the shackles and complications of 
visilde government. He says: " We 
have decided to inaks our' voice 
heard by all those who lule Ihe 
destinies of nations. We have also 
turned to those who are not united 
to us by the bond of the Catholic 
religion." Leo has been the friend 
of the people, he has also been Ihe 
friend of monarcbs In his own 
words again : " TheCalholic Chtrrch 
neitlier blames nor condemns any 
form of slate const it utiotr. The 
Apostolic See wliieh has to maiu- 
tain relations with goverirments 
in the midst of political changCM 
and revobilions, its sole interest is 
to securs the interests of the Chris- 
tian religion." 

It is duo to his prudeirce and 
moderation that ^ the Papacy has 
been in friendly relations with the 



most hostile non-Catholic powers. 
The pope was chosen as arbitrator 
between Germany arrd Spain in the 
question of the Carolirre Islands, 
concluded a treaty beiween the 
Portuguese and East India Com- 
panies, and reconciled the States of 
Germairy. By the repeal of the 
Falk laws, he obtained permission 
lo fill the most impoi't.iiit German 
Episcopal Sees. It was a great 
triumph over the stern chancellor, 
who had l>een forced to r'ecognize 
an able coadjutor, and who could 
not but admire Leo's comprehensive 
grasp of social doctrine. He dis- 
plaj'ed great lad in dealing with 
ecclesiastical matters iu England. 
The first official act ot the new pope 
was to restore the Scotch Hierarchy, 
and later on we find him successful- 
ly adjusting the long standing 
dilTiculiies between the bishops and 
their regular-s. In 1880 he gave 
the royal purple to Mgr. Hassonn, 
the patriarch of Cilicia, and of the 
Armenians, and the first Oriental 
on whom t.he honor was conferred 
for 450 years. He leceived with 
fnlherly aflfection the workingmen 
of France aud Belgium, and openly' 
acknowledged the utilitj' of reviving 
in every land associations of work- 
ingmen and tradesmen. 

William P. Stead, the English 
journalist, dwells with a certain 
dramatic effect in The Review of 
Revieivs, upon what he calls the 
pope's temptation. He says: "The 
temptation so constantly present is 
that of hoping for a foreign war 
that might result in the re-establish- 
ment ot the teiufwral power." In 
this he underrates the fine calibre of 
an intensely devout aud unselfish 
nature. The pope, without doubt, 
dreamed of a reconciliation with 
the powers of Italy, but without 
strife or force of arms. He was 
enough of a statesman to appreciate 
the distinction between abstract 
rights and accomplished facts; the 
question before him was not one of 
condoning the past, but of providing 
for the future. Above all political 
aspirations, he desired to be allow- 
ed lo be the teacher of mankind 
and the supreme director of all con- 
sciences. 

That same year, 1880, saw in 
Rome the congress of Catholic 
writers and journalists to take advice 
from the pope on the line of con- 
duct to be followed Uy the Catholic 
press in treating of political -and 
religious questions. His wonts to 
lliem were urgent: "They mirst 
not presume lo decide in their own 
light, public controversies of the 
higliest importance, t>«aring on the 
circumstances of the Apostolic See, 
nor seem to have opinions In opposi- 
tion to what is required by the 
dignity and labor of ihe sovereign 
pontiff." 

The whole thinking world re- 
cognized the beneficial influence of 
his later encyclicals on secret 
societies, civil government and 
labor. He wisely handled the ques- 
tions that shake society to it.s 
foundation; he propounded the 
moral obligation of rulers; he urged 
upon Ihe people the necessity and 
obligations of obedience, .ind his 
active intervention has often been 
obtained in behalf of peace and 
order. The prominent idea in all 
Leo's teachings lias been the ab- 
solute necessity ot Christianity to 
human society. He sjiid: "It is 
well known atro self-evideirt that we 
cannot couceive*ol a community irr 
which true civilization is not based 
on the everlasting principles of 
truth, and Ihe irnmutahle laws of 
rectitude and justice." 

He condemned secret societies, 
and in his encyclical "enjoins such 
practical conduct as can alone 
secur-e Ihe safety and peace of oom- 
munities and oppo.><e a l)ulwark to 
the fateful spr'cad of soi'ialism." 
and then adds, "Without God all 
efforts ar-e vain." "UeaChrislian," 
he repeated to the rich and to the 
poor, to the patron as well as the 
w rkman. 

Car'drnal Manning in England, 
became the successful mediator 
between the papacy and the dock 
strikers while Caitlinal Gibbons 
made a coup d' etat by saving the 
jiontiff from condemning the 
Knights of I.rfibor, and thus enlisted 
the Catholics of America in his sup- 
port. And yet in his di«alings with 
Ireland, he made the great error of 
an otherwise prudent and politic 
pontiff. The famous rescript" cir- 
cular aroused a tumultuous upiising 
of the Irish peasantry afiainst th« 



pope, or]> partially allayed by th« 
elevation of Mgr. Walsh to the 
purple of the Cardinal. 

Under Leo XIII the increase of 
norr-Italian cardinals is noticeable. 
"The present pope who has the 
instncts of a statesman," says Mr 
Stead, "has endeavored to move in 
the direction of diminishing the 
Italian preponderance at head- 
quarters. When he came to the 
pontifical throne, there were 38 
Italain cardinals, against 25 non- 
Italian; at the beginning of the year 
th»> number was 32 to 28." 

As one of the most finished 
scholars of his age, whose en- 
cyclicals are acknowledged to he 
masterpieces of literary compi>srtion 
and models of exquisite Latinity, 
Leo XIII gave a strong impetus to 
all Catholic institutions of learning. 
In 1879 he published the encyclical 
in which he declared that the 
philosophy of Thomas Aquinas 
should in all Catholic schools be 
the source from which the pr-o 
fessors should borrow their doctrine, 
aud their method. Ho established 
in Rome an academy of St Thomas 
Aquinas, and published a magnifi- 
cent and complete edilion of his 
works. He issued a new and im- 
proved c de of regulations for the 
use of the Vatican library. Hi« 
Bull of 1880 related lo the found- 
ing of a special college for Arme- 
nians. 

The inauguration of the Catholic 
UuivertJity at Washington was spe- 
cially honored by a papal representa- 
tive. Archbishop Satolli, one of the 
shrewdest of Italian diplomats. 
And the pope openly expressed his 
desire to create for I he higher educa- 
tion of Eastern Catholics a great 
soluxd in Athens, and another iu 
Constantinople for the purpt>se "of 
bringing back the Eastern peoples 
to the Catholic fold." 

An adrx>it poliliciau, a sagacious 
dilpomatist, Leo- has been also an 
excellent administrator, a sharp 
economist and a financier. It is no 
secret that he has been engaged in 
the formation of a reserve fund, 
and it is presumaldy to this end 
that all the eoonomiea and reforms 
attempted of late years point; but 
the po|>e wa.s .'ilso generous in a 
good caus< 

For yeain m- nup|>orled the 
diooe.san neminary at Perugia from 
his own income, contributed a half 
million to the anii slavery move- 
ment. And the sums of money 
presented at his Jubilee were 
dedicated to the African miasions 
for the altolitiou of slavery 

In ooiiolusion, we can but ac- 
knowledge that Leo the XIII has 
been a man commanding flie re 
sjiect of nations, a statesman of 
clear and firm purpose, of great 
courage, a rare knowledgti of men, 
and of the age in which he lived, 
and possessing consummate tact in 
dealing with statesmen as well as 
with his own people, both clericals 
and laymen. He has loved and 
understood his century, has follow- 
ed the movement and adapted the 
action of the church to ih" o.uv con- 
ditions of society. 

He has enlarged the r<piui« ol the 
chur'ch's social action and the 
dominions of her moral conquests 
And yet tlie personality of this great 
man was thus descrit>ed ten years 
ago, by an eye witness : " Leo XIII 
has just entered his 83d year; his 
thin, anuular features, hhi alabaster 
complexion, the trembling of his 
hands, his bowed form, the almost 
diaphanous aspect of his entire fig- 
ure, would mark him as a man on 
the threshold of extreme old age;

On the 10th of July, 1878— just 
twenty-five years ago. Miss N. I"'. 
()'Coniu)r, then a young lady, chose 
as her life woik the edufiating of 
deaf mutes, and on July lOtli last, 
when she was int(^rviewed by a re- 
presentative of the Journal, she 
did not look as if she had devoted 
so many yeais to th<» welfare of the 
deaf. Tlie career of t<^a(!hers, es[>e- 
cially those who teach in schools 
for deaf muti^s, aio not strewn with 
roses. Miss O'Connor's career has 
been far from a pleasant oiu>. 
When she entt^red upon her duties 
as teacher at. the St. Joseph Institute 
(<4irls Branch at Fordham) the 
school HiCfMved no Slate aid, so she 
had to teach, help.taku caiu of 
pupils after school hours, aud did 
much to arouse the jtul)Iio's sympa- 
thy for the unfortunate ones, aud 
tlu't she was suc(!essful, can now b(> 
attested l)y the many gradu- 
ates of St. Joseph's Institute, who 
love her as a mot lier. In fa<^t, she 
has always shown to he loveable to 
all her pupils, no matter what the dis- 
position of any girl, she always (ex- 
ercised a warm affection for them, 
that ai once won their love, a love 
which after graduation rather in- 
creased than diminished. Indeed, 
your reporter was greatly moved at 
the kind and loveable woman, who 
for twenty- five years has labored 
unceasingly to benefit the silent 
children uu<lor her charge. As she 
talked she s(MMn<ed to weigh her 
words, an<l spoke as if luM'work was 
only begun, as she said that sh(> had 
so mu<!li to do now, that she found 
little time t.o visit her old pupils. 

S((veral of her old luipils houi(> 
time ago decMded to show lh(»ir love 
for her, and accordingly they jint 
their heads logelliiM'and planned tlii> 
Silver Jubilee, which came »lf on 
Sunday, July I2lh, ltl()3. It was 
originally intended to be on Friday, 
the lOlli, but in order to have a 
larger nHmi)«r of gradnal(>s j)resenl 
it was postponed till Sunday, when 
it was (-(debrated in a filling man- 
ner. Many of the girls arrived ai 
the Institute In the morning, and 
were (<ach and every one cordially 
received by Miss O'Connor, and 
before luneh under the shade trees 
aud summer hcuise, the girls gather- 



ed around their old teacher, who 
told them many things that hap- 
pened duping hor connection as a 
teacher at St. Joseph's Institute. 

At four o'clock all assembled in 
the reception room. One of the 
young girls, Mies Leonarda Gertilla, 
oi)ened the ceremonies by a neat 
but pretty address to Miss O'Cou 
nor, after whi<ih Miss Margaret 
Murphy, a pretty and accomplish- 
ed young lady, who since her 
graduation has been teaching at 
the Brooklyn Branch ©f St. Joseph 
Institute, came forwanl and invited 
Miss O'Connor in a few chosen 
words to draw aside "Old Glory" 
and s(^e what it had hi<lden in its 
folils. Miss O'Connor, who during 
all tli(>se many years was wont to 
have the girls do her bidding, obey- 
ed as a blushing girl, and to say 
that she was ph'ased is putting it 
mildly. All the presents were of 
silver, anu)ng them been a fine 
watch.

Afficrall had view«>d and admired 
lh<^ presents, Mi.ss O'Connor made a 
tiny speech in her own way, which 
is familiar to all of the girls. She 
told t.hem that she felt happy to be 
able to welcome so many «f her 
b(*loved pupils liack to their Alma 
Maivr after so many years, and 
I hanked them for their remem- 
brant^e, aud concluded by hoping 
that one and all will always prove 
ihemselves worthy children of St. 
Joseph. 

After the ceremonicB, Miss 
O'C'onnor invited all to assemble 
in ajiotli(*r room, where lemonade, 
cake and candi<>s wene enjoyed, with 
small talk and stories. 

Miss O'Connor is principal of the 
St. Joseph Institute at Fordham, 
and is well fitted for the i)lace from 
her long experience as a teacher of 
the deaf. I'here aie few teachers 
of the deaf who can hold the atten- 
tion of pupils as she can ; even the 
dullest ones will pay marked at 
lention to her, which has a great 
weight with the deaf, as the pro- 
feasiou well know what it nuMins in 
getliug the deaf interested, lo say 
nothing of the dull ones.
